KEPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 





The following annual report of the school board of Swan- 
zey for the year ending August, 1896, is respectfully submitted, 
with such information as they consider important and of inter- 
est to the town. This is made to correspond with the report 
required to be sent to the superintendent of public instruction. 
There will be found appended to this report a statistical table 
with names of teachers and other items required to be reported. 
There is also given a brief statement of our schools since the 
last annual school meeting. ‘The school treasurer’s itemized 
report for the year ending February 15, shows the amount of 
school funds received, and how disbursed among the several 
schools. 

Since the last annual report we have had an aggregate of 
over 319 weeks of schooling for the eleven different schools, 
each one having about 30 weeks for the year, which has been 
divided into three terms each, except in No. 9, where there. 
have been two terms, of twenty-two weeks in all. 

The total cost of schools this year has been necessarily a 
little more than last year, on account of the reopening of the 
school in No. 9, where there had been none for some years. 
This extra school was necessary for the accommodation of the 
small children who reside in this part of the town. 

The whole number of scholars five years of age and up- 
ward attending school not less than two weeks during the last 
legal school year, ending in August, was 356, in the propor- 
tion of 177 boys and 179 girls. The selectmen who were ap- 
pointed as the agents to make the required enumeration of the 
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children in town in April reported 134 boys and 153 girls, 
between the ages of 5 and 16, 99 of them being over 12 years 
of age. 

We have found this year but few instances where chil- 
dren have been kept from school in violation of our state law. 
No parent or person can claim any right, either legal or 
moral, to deprive a child of the schooling that rightly belongs 
to him, except in case of sickness or extreme necessity.. Our 
truant officer has found but very little to do in looking up 
cases where children were not sent to school, or where schol- 
ars were playing truant. With good teachers we should 
endeavor to make our schools so efficient, so interesting and 
attractive that children will enjoy them and desire to attend 
them. 

During the year there have been several changes in teach- 
ers, some on account of resignation, and others on account of 
sickness. All others have taught the required number of 
weeks with the exception of the teacher of the fall term at 
East Swanzey, who failed to give satisfaction, and the school 
was closed at the end of the seventh week. 

The financial report will show that more has been expend- 
ed for repairs the past year than was voted to be raised at the 
last annual meeting. In order to pay all bills for this purpose 
a small per cent. of the school money was taken, leaving a 
little less balance than last year. Most of the money raised 
was expended at No. 5, in building an addition to the house 
and otherwise improving the interior. 

It was found necessary to shingle the school house in No. 
9g. Small repairs and improvements have been made on other 
houses as may be seen in the report. The house in No. 1, 
should be put in better condition. An ante-room which can 
be warmed is needed, and a proper playground for the scholars, 
which they never have had. 

The law requires that the school board shall furnish text 
books and school supplies at the expense of the town. This 
we have done according to the best of our judgment, supply- 
ing the schools only with what appeared to be needed, trust- 
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ing somewhat to the orders of the teachers whose wants are 
often unlike for the work they do. Many of the books we 
now have are badly worn and not a small number of them 
unfit for use. 

No new text books have been introduced the past year. 
We are much in need of a new series of Arithmetics. As 
many of the Franklin series are nearly worn out and new 
books must be provided, it is thought advisable to introduce a 
new book. 

In addition to the studies required to be reported and not 
named in the statistical table, fifty-seven scholars have attended 
to bookkeeping, eleven to philosophy, three to natural history, 
twenty-two to botany, 115 to vocal music, two to rhetoric and 
nine to physical geography. 

Many of our teachers are devoting a little time each day to 
vocal music. The results have been gratifying, and we 
recommend that this plan be adopted in all our schools. 

In the West Swanzey schools an attempt has been made 
during the past year to improve the grading, and to establish 
a definite or fixed course of study to be pursued. It is neces- 
sary that pupils be required to pursue such studies as prescribed 
in the course, and that a certain standing in scholarship be 
attained by each pupil before promotion to the next higher 
grade. 

The teachers in the Grammar and Intermediate schools 
have sought to bring about a more hearty co-operation of the 
parents in the school work by submitting for their approval 
and signature report cards, made out at the middle and end of 
each term. These cards give the average per cent of standing 
of a pupil in each study, together with their deportment. In 
this way parents can be correctly informed just how their chil- 
dren are progressing in school. ‘This system prevails in nearly 
all towns where graded schools are maintained. 

We have reason to be gratified with the excellent success 
of so many of our schools during the past year. It is due to 
say that our teachers have generally been faithful and have 
worked for the interests of their schools. Any partial failure 
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or lack of success which any of them may have had has mostly 
been owing to their inability to keep good order. Some have 
found difficulty in managing scholars who have no respect for 
good rules and regulations, and some have had to deal with 
those who do not willingly submit to any government, either 
at school or at home. 

Under our present system of schools more is required of a 
teacher than in former times, for there is now more to teach, 
and more to govern, and more to do in school. One may rank 
high in scholarship and be acquainted with all the theories of 
school and best methods of instruction and not be able to keep 
order, and the school will not prove a success. '
